Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The representative sollicited views from the Examiner for a 
possibility to overcome the outstanding objection that "Softswitch" (system claim 15) is not disclosed as implemented 
with processor type hardware. With the Examiner's unable to determine whether the proposed changes to rid of 
'processor' would preclude claim 15 (software only) from a possibility of a USC 101 rejection; or maintaining of the 
current language ("processor" as objected to) would clarify issues prior to a Appeal Bried, the representative pointed 
out that the specifications has made it clear such that 'one of ordinary skill' would have no difficulty construing that 
'processor' be part of the objected-to system claim 15, and that no legal ground requires that hardware be included with 
system claim, i.e. that a written AF response would be effectuated in the direction. Upon which, no further decision has 
been made regarding whether the proposed changes After Final would be entered..
